Hesitate to Ask Aid 


Red Cross Workers Are 


Forced to Seek Out 


Needy Families 


CLINTON, Ark.—(XP)—The drouth 


left the cupboards as bare in the 
North Arkansas hills as in the low 
eastern counties, and has produced 
Hod Cross food 
fines for the 
first 


time in OH- history of this section. 


Tlu; result lias been that relief work- 


ers are having to seek out the suf- 
fering families instead of their going 
lo the Red Cross. 


The people of Van Burcn county, 


of which this is the county seal, arc 
having their first experience with the 
Red Cross emergency food relief. Save 
for two or three times following tor- 
natlocs, Ilie national Red Cross had 
never extended aid to the county and 
in these instances no food relief was 
necessary. 


The hill fanners are reluctant to 


ask for charity. They bog, some with 
tears in llieir eyes, for work at 25 to 
50 cents a day, and accept food only 
when told there is no work. 


Some of them go hungry for days 


before asking for food, or before be- 
ing found by local volunteer relief 
workers who take them supplies. 


Hillside .shacks are numerous in 


which there is no food except a scanty 
supply of flour, and in which children 
have only enough ragged clothing to 
hide their neckedness. 


Slightly more than !iO(l families, or 


about 2500 persons, now are receiv- 
ing aid from the Red Cross. 
Relief 


workers estimate from 4000 to 5000 
persons will be dependent, upon the 
Red Cross in the next two weeks. The 
county population is 13,000. 


The Red Cross thus far has sup- 


plied no clothing. Townspeople have 
emptied their attics of old wearing 
apparel but have filled the needs in 
only a small way. 


Many children in the county arc 


going without shoci;. stockings and 
underwear. The clothing they have, 
consisting for the most part merely of 
outer garments, arc ragged and there 
is no thread for mending. 


Disease in various forms is spread- 


ing. 
The spring-like weather which 


has prevailed this month has pre- 
vented more buffering. 


In normal years, the men work in 


the timber lands much of the year 
while their families till the soil. The 
drouth wiped out the crops and there 
is no longer and demand for timber, 
much of which is cut into railroad 
ties. 


The timber work in the past has 


provided the food while the crops paid 
for the clothing. With both sources 
of revenue cut off, there is neither 
foor nor clothing.

A new question is raised in Ar- 


kansas banking procedure in a suit 
filed Saturday asking for the appoint- 
ment of a receiver for the closed Ar- 
'kdnsas Bank & Trust Co. of this city. 


The suit was filed in Hempstead 


'chancery court by Attorneys U. A. 
Gentry, of Hope, and Charles T. Cole- 
man, of Little Rock, on the petition 
ol 15 depositors in the defunct bank. 


It is contended in the suit that the 


statutory rights given the state bank 
commissioner arc not exclusive. The 
'suit-usks'for the appointment of a 
1'rccoivor for the /banking corpoiVi- 
"tioii, just as for any other corpora- 
tion. It is commonly supposed that 
state banking corporations are sub- 
ject only to the control of the bank 
ccmmissioner, who appoints liquidat- 
ing agents rather than corporate re- 
ceivers, which latter arc appointed by 
chancery judges in the case of or- 
dinary corporations. 


It is believed the contention raised 


by the local suit • will attract state- 
wide interest, as having a bearing on 
many other banks also closed and now 
;in course of liquidation. 


The case will probably be heard by 


Chancellor C. E. Johnson, of Ash- 
down, next week. 


Liquidating agent for the closed 


bank is W. S. Atkins, who is serving 
in the same capacity as other agents 
^ho ere •settling the affairs of defunct 
banks under jurisdiction of the state 
bank commissioner, Walter E. Taylor.

Legislative Sidelights

LITTLK ROCK, Ark.-(/p)-The gen- 


eral assembly turned its attention to 
fnrm and drouth relief the past week, 
the house enacting the Fleming bill 
to provide $15,000,000 for loans and the 
senate adopting the Abington bill to 
exempt from taxation 
farm 
lands 


which have returned less than four 
per cent the past year. 


The house, led by two insurgents 


from the last legislature, attacked the 
highway department's $76,000,000 ap- 
propriation bill, flayed the department 
and one of the commisispners, Justin 
Matthews, and sent a committee out 
to investigate status of road improve- 
ment district bonds and interest for 
partial payment has been voted by 
two previous legislatures. 


The senate and house agriculture 


committee have introduced identical 
bills in either house, providing for a 
stale fund of $1,500,000 to be loaned to 
agricultural credit corporations as cap- 
ital stock, which will be pledged to 
obtain loans from the Federal Inter- 
mediate Credit Bank of St. Louis, for 
feed, seed and fcrtilizezr for -farmers. 


The bill by Representative Fleming 


of St. Francis, provides for the issu- 
ance of $15,000.000 in bonds by the 
state, the proceeds to be loaned to 
farmers o nthe basis o£ $2 an acre for 
hay, ?4 an acre for grain, and $7 an 
acre for cotton and which the author 
said could be used for food for the 
farmer and his family. 


A state farm board, consisting of the 


governor, and other constitutional of- 
ficers, would administer 
the 
fund 


through county farm boards.compos- 
ed of the county judge, and appointees 
of the county clerk and collector. 


Mr.' Fleming 
asserted that only 


through such a fund could the state 
help the farmers. He said farmers 
and their families in his section liter- 
ally were starving, and that they could 
not hope to benefit through federal 
relief legislation. 
• 
... . 


"They will .starve to death before 


the federal government can get to 
them," he said, "and even then, the 
federal government will only lend 
money to feed horses and mules." 


Opponents, which on the roll call 


numbered only 13 as compared with 
87 proponents, contended the bill was 
impracticable, in that it offered no 
method of securing the bonds. 


Representative Myers of Lawrence, 


chairman of the banking committee, 
said he believed no buyers could be 
found for the bonds. He said he did 
not oppose farm relief, but thet ho 


.bought passage of the Fleming bil^ 
'will only hold out another false 
promise to the farmer." 


The senate bill by Senator Abington, 


would exempt from taxation farm 
ands which have not yielded a net 
return of four per cent or more. The 
vote was 17 to 16 in favor of its pass* 
age, which represented an about-face 
of the senate which two days before 
had defeated it, 16 to 11. 


Opponents contend it was unconsli- 


:utional, and was another false hope 
to the farmer. 


The highway department appropria- 


,ion bill was introduced Wednesday by 
the roads committee, and the house, 
after a sharp debate, promptly sent it 
back to th ccommitec. It was an un- 
usually proceeding, inasmuch as com- 
mittee bills usually are placed on the 
calendar after being read twice. 


Tuesday, the house fight on the 


highway 
department 
came about 


throughthrough a report from the de- 
partment, giving names and salaries 
of employes, and expenses of com- 
missoinprs, read to the house by Alex- 
ander of Mississippi, chairman of the 
roads committee. 


Thursday, the fight was continued, 


Lhis time on the highway audit bill 
introduced by Burke of Lee, to pro- 
vide the governor, lieutenant gover- 
nor and speaker of the house each ap- 
point one member of an audit board ) 
to select auditors who would check 
the highway department. ' 


Jonhston of Johnson, and Cannon 


of Hempstead, led the fight on the 
bill, contending its terms would per- 
mit "the administration naming its 
own auditors." 


The senate early in the week ap- 


proved Senator Chaney's bill to abol- 
ish back tax sdits, 24 to 8. 


A joint memorial to Governor Par- 


nell to extend until March 2 the time 
for obtaining automobile licenses was 
approved by-the governor. 


Next wek, repportionment measures 


and measures seeking reorganization 
of the state government are expected 
to monopolize attention of both houses. 


The bill by Thorn of Poinsett, which 


is designed to tax consumption of 
clcctricty to produce revnuc to retire 
school district bonds on the -same 
principle used now to retire road 
bonds through the gasoline tax, is ex- 
pected lo be reported from the public 
service corporations committee. A 
hearing will be held next Wednesday 
night on that and other important 
bills.

T least once in every year the gasoline tax comes up for 


extended discussion, with violent attacks and spirited dc- 


fensew sharing a good deal of space in the public prints. Since 
this is a tax that comes close home to nearly everyone, this 
Is no wonder; and a new controversy on the matter is brewing 
right now. 
Some statistician has figured that the average Ameri- 


can motorist pays fully $18 a year in gasoline taxes. That 
jn itself woulcTnot be so bad if the figure would only remain 
(Stationary. But it never does. Gasoline taxes are only re- 
vised in one direction—upwards. Probably a great majority 
of all state legislatures this winter will debate an increase in 
this tax, and in many of them an increase undoubtedly will 
be adopted. 


The collection of the tax is painless enough; but the size 


of it is rather awesome. In Arkansas, for example (a fail- 
sample of average conditions in America), the tax is four 
cents a. gallon. This, when you examine it, is revealed as a 
tax of 25 per cent of the retail price of the commodity. Ap- 
ply such a tax to any other article of daily public consump- 
tipn and you would get a terrific storm of protest. 


The chief reason why there is so little discontent prob- 


#bjy lies in the fact that revenues from gasoline taxes go to 
build roads. Every motorist wants his state lined with good 
roads, and he is usually quick to see the fairness of a tax 
yvjueh builds these roads at the expense of the people who use 
them. But here and there: one can find signs of a change. In 
a few states money has been taken from the gasoline tax rev- 
enues to meet other state obligations. 


If that procedure should be widely adopted, the gasoline 


tax would beyond question become extremely unpopular. Ev- 
en though he has to pay $18 a year, the ordinary motorist 
will not object greatly so long a.s the money goes for good 
roads. But once he finds that money being drained off to 
jiejp support other departments of the state government, the 
motorist is sure to put up a loud protest. And he would be 
amply justified in doing so. 


Most statesmen have long noese. But I suppose that is 


very lucky, because most of them cannot see further than 
the length of them, so that a statesman with a short nose is 
handicapped by nature.—M. Paul Caudle.

in the state In November. 1920. ^md 
cash reserves of these institulions at 
the present tihie total almost 30 per 
cent of th^ir deposits, compared with 
a legal requqirement of 15 per cent, it 
is shown irt a composite statement is- 
sued Thursday by the state banking 
department. 


According to the report, 409 banks 


in 1920 had combined resources of 
$185,902,897, compared with $109,019,388 
for the 250 Arkansas banks now. Sav- 
ings accounts of the 250 banks now 
operating are more than $4,000.000 
greater than the combined savings ac- 
counts 10 years ago, though savings 
felt a slump of nearly ?10,000,000 be- 
tween September 24, 1930 and 
De- 


cember 31, respective dates of the two 
last bank calls last year. Savings ac- 
counts as of December 31 totaled $16,- 
797,363, and individual deposits $34,- 
484,989, compared with $43,769,859 in 
September and $71.8JB,000 in 1920.
